Report of Selectmen 


To the Voters of the Town of Millbury: 


Your Selectmen present herewith their report for the 
year 1929. 


New Bridges 

At the annual meeting the sum of $10,000 was appro- 
priated for the construction of two cement bridges on 
Greenwood Street, one*near the Polachi Crossing of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. and the other near the Jennison 
Farm. 

Plans for the bridges were prepared by civil engineer, 
John E. Gallagher. The bridges were constructed by Con- 
tractor Harold MacLaren of Sutton, whose bid was lowest. 
The work was completed within the specified time and in 
a very satisfactory manner. 

The approaches to the bridges have been graded and 
new wire fences erected along the sides of the road for 
protection to the traveling public. 


Johnson Street 
A new road of macadam was constructed on Johnson 
Street by contractor Charles E. Horne from plans and spe- 
cifications prepared by Engineer J. E. Gallagher. The 
completed job reflects credit upon the engineer and con- 
tractor and brings relief that was long needed to this sec- 
tion of our town. 


Riverlin Street Improvements 
The special appropriation for the widening of Riverlin 
Street was expended under the direction of the Selectmen 
and Engineer Gallagher and the work done by Highway 
Surveyor M. J. Roach with the town laborers. 
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The improvement on this road is remarkable and has 
been favorably commended by the citizens of this and other 
communities who use this road. 


State Audit of Town Accounts 
A recent audit of the accounts of the various Town offi- 
cials was made by auditors from the office of State Comp- 
troller Waddell. 
The accounts were found in excellent shape and but few 
minor changes were recommended. 


Passing of the Electric Cars 

The past year has witnessed the discontinuance of the 
trolley cars, in our Town, an event sadly lamented by many 
of our citizens. 

~The power to have the trolley service remain with us 
was beyond the Selectmen. 

The Bramanville line to Worcester was about the last 
suburban trolley entering the city of Worcester to be aban- 
doned. Transportation to Worcester is now furnished by 
buses operated by the Worcester Con. Street Railway Com- 
pany. 

A new improvement noted is service several times a day 
to Singletary Lake and a reduction in the fare. 

We realize the present bus service is not perfect and 
suggestions for improvement have been made to the com- 
pany and we have assurance it is their desire to comply in 
every way possible with the wishes of the Millbury people 
to the end that the service may be satisfactory. 


Removal of Car Tracks 

The removal of the car tracks on West Main Street, and ~ 

Klm Street from Central Square to McGowan Bridge will 
take place in a few months. 

Under the terms of their franchise the railway company © 

is obliged to replace the roadbed in the condition they 

found it when road was constructed. This would mean a 
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dirt filling which would not be adequate for modern travel. 

We recommend a reconstruction of this roadway with 
up-to-date material and hope to interest the railway com- 
pany in bearing part of the expense. 


Summer Street to Martin 


We have asked the State and County to assist in the 
construction of a new State highway from Summer Street 
to Martin and-hope to hear favorable news from them 
when the budget is acted upon by the legislature. 

The relations between the Selectmen and their appointive 
officers and the elected officials of the Town have been cor- 
dial and we appreciate the desire shown to co-operate with 
us in promoting the Town’s interest.

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Report of Engineers of the Fire 
Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Engineers, appointed by your board, met and organ- 
ized with William D. Horne, Chief; Joseph E. Army, First 
Assistant and Clerk; and Hervey C. Pierce, Second Assis- 
tant. 

During the year, No. 1 Company answered 49 Bell alarms, 
24 Still alarms, and 16 False alarms. No. 2 Company an- 
swered 45 Bell alarms, 38 Still alarms, and 11 False alarms. 
It seems a shame to have to set down such a record of false 
alarms, and we are in hopes that next year this record will 
be eliminated, as it is uncalled for. 

Our fire loss this year is extremely low, although we have 
had the makings of many a disastrous fire, but have been 
fortunate in having alarms turned in quickly, and the good 
work of the firemen have enabled us to keep our fire loss 
down. 

We have received many letters of praise to the Fire De- 
partment from Insurance Companies and business men 
who have been unfortunate enough to have fires at their 
place of business, and also received checks donated to the 
Firemen’s Relief Association, in appreciation for the good 
work rendered at their fires, and we wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank them for their kindness. 

One thing we wish to remind the public of, is in regard 
to oil burners. There are a large number of oil burners 
being instalied now, which means more of a fire hazard. 
Be sure and get a permit from the Chief when installed, 
as he has to inspect all burners and the storage of oil. You 
are entitled to 275 gallons of oil in the cellar, in steel drums, 
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to be kept 7 feet from fire of any kind. If you have a 
wooden floor, have a receptacle under the faucet to catch 
what oil is lost in draining from drum, and empty often 
so as not to allow your floor to become saturated with oil. 
Do not keep oil on back piazzas. 

Oil burners will reduce the number of chimney fires, but © 
do not neglect your chimney, regardless of the fact. 

Any rubbish, grass, or brush fire in the open air requires 
a permit issued by the Chief of the Fire Department. 

If you discover a gas leak, do not investigate yourself; 
notify the Gas Company immediately. 

Women washing fabrics in gasoline should use the plain, 
cheap gas, as high-test is injurious to the hands. Plunge 
clothes in the open air; do not rub by hand as it causes 
friction and is very dangerous.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Millbury: 


The necessity for a long report on the part of the School 
Committee has gradually become less during the years, 
owing to the fact that the actual supervision of the schools 
has been placed in the hands of superintendents of schools. 
In the old days, the school committees personally attended 
to most of the work now done by the superintendents. 
Again, the bookkeeping and financial method of the towns 
are in most cases of such character that little of the actual} 
expending of money is done by the school committee per- 
sonally.

The committee 
appointed at the last annual meeting will have some definite 
plan to submit in order to relieve the congestion. 


The same spirit of useful cooperation as has existed in 
the past continues in the schools today. 


We wish to extend our thanks, not only to the ones who 
are actively engaged in school work, but also to many who 
have been of assistance by cooperation, helpful suggestion, 
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and a willingness to pay moneys out of their own pockets 
in order that the public schools of Millbury may maintain 
a high standard.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my eighteenth annual report and 
the fortieth in the series of reports by Millbury School 
Superintendents. 

In this report are included also various school statistics 
and the reports of the High School principal, the school 
physician, the school nurse, the supervisors of music, draw- 
ing, domestic science, manual training and physical train- 
ing, to all of which your attention is called for detailed 
information in regard to their respective work.

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SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


In 1925, before the parochial school opened, we had about 
150 children attending school on part time, and were also 
using the Park Hill School and an additional room at the 
Union School for a fifth grade. With the opening of the 
parochial school, there was no longer need of keeping chil- 
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dren on part time nor of using the before-mentioned rooms 
at Park Hill and Union School for elementary pupils. 

Now we are becoming crowded again at Providence Street 
School and at Dorothy Manor. The congestion in both of 
these schools bids fair to become acute in September, as the 
number of pupils entering the schools is sure to be more 
than those leaving. Over fifty pupils will be promoted to 
the fifth grade room at Providence Street in June. 

In the High School, with its largest enrollment, with 
insufficient room for the proper accommodation of pupils 
or teachers, the situation has become hazardous to the 
efficient work of the school. There is pressing need at once: 

1. To remove the two Junior High classes from the 
Union School, so that their rooms may be used for the over- 
flow from Providence Street, and for special classes, and 
also so that it will not be necessary for children to pass 
back and forth between the High and Union School daily 
every forty minutes in all kinds of weather to their classes. 

2. To provide additional rooms for the High School, 
because there are not rooms enough for recitation purposes, 
for study purposes or for special class purposes. There 
are not aS many rooms as teachers, there are no rooms 
where pupils can study quietly, there are no rooms where 
teachers can direct study pupils, there is no room for domes- — 
tic science, no room for drawing, no room for sewing and 
dressmaking, no room for the school nurse, school physician, 
etc. There is no room in which children can eat their 
lunches. Over 150 bring their dinners. There-are no ade- 
quate facilities for toilets, for hanging clothing, for assem- 
bly, for gymnasium and for library. Without adequate 
accommodations for the housing of a High School and with- 
out proper conditions to meet the standard set for a good 
High School by the State, and the institutions to which our 
graduates go, our High School cannot hope to maintain its 
high standing at home or abroad. 

In ten years the High School has nearly doubled, increas- 
ing from 133 to 247. There are, in addition, nearly 200 
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Junior High School pupils to be housed in the same build- 
ing. There are at present for these nearly 450 pupils, 276 
seats in the High School in rooms designed as class rooms. 
The overflow is housed in the basement, in the drawing 
room and in the Union School, in rooms needed for other 
purposes. 

Mr. Frank Morse, Supervisor and Approver of. High 
Schools of Massachusetts, after an inspection of the High 
School a year ago, when the congestion was less, wrote me 
after his visit, the following letter, urging the necessity 
of providing immediate additional accommodations if we 
wished to continue up-to-date and to provide our children 
with adequate High School facilities. In this letter he has 
made some suggestions in regard to the best way to secure 
the additional accommodations required. 


Mr. Chauncy C. Ferguson, Superintendent of Schools, 

Millbury, Massachusetts. 

My dear Mr. Ferguson: 

I am herewitn submitting a report on the secondary 
school accommodations in Millbury. This report is based 
on a recent visit to the Millbury High School and the Union 
School, and on data submitted by you. 

I found the High School building rather badly crowded. 
Even more serious than the crowding at the present time 
is the lack of accommodations which are considered essen- 
tial in high schools at the present time. The domestic 
science room and the drawing room in the high school build- 
ing are now being used as classrooms. The drawing class 
is being held in the auditorium. This is poorly lighted and 
poorly suited in other ways for work in this important sub- 
ject. The domestic science is also taught in the auditorium. 
This is not the place for this work. The scope and useful- 
ness of the work in domestic science is, under these condi- 
tions, limited by lack of proper accommodations and proper 
equipment. There is need, also, of a good lunchroom in the 
building. One of the 8th grade rooms is now being used 
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as a home room for high school pupils. At the present time 
the pupils are under the necessity of passing back and forth 
between the Union School and the High School. This pass- 
ing between the buildings wastes some time, and in cold 
and stormy weather is rather a serious disadvantage. The 
auditorium in the High School building is not large enough 
to seat all the pupils now in the school. In order to relieve 
the teachers from the necessity of having study pupils in 
their classes, a study room is very much needed in the 
school. The gymnasium is very low and unsuitable for 
many games which are ordinarily played in high school 
gymnasiums. Shower baths should also be provided in con- 
nection with the gymnasium. The Union School is also 
lacking in some of the facilities which are needed for in- 
struction in the 7th and 8th Grades. 


The conditions which have been described above are ap- 
parently sure to grow constantly worse as the High School 
gains in enrollment. During the past ten years—from 
1918-19 to 1927-28, inclusive—I find from the data submit- 
ted that the High School has grown from 129 pupils to 226 
pupils. This is a gain of a little over 75 per cent. There 
is every reason to suppose that the High School will con- 
tinue to increase in membership. 

1 am of the opinion, after studying the situation with 
some care, thaat the best plan to relieve the present crowd- 
ing in the High School and to provide accommodations 
which are needed by pupils in the secondary school grades, 
1.e., Grades 7-12 inclusive, is to build a substantial addition 
to the present High School building. This, in my judg- 
ment, can best be placed on the end of the High School 
building nearest the Union School. Such a building should 
be so planned and constructed as to relieve the lack of 
proper facilities which have already been mentioned and to 
provide accommodations for the Junior and Senior High 
Schools. The enrollment in Grades 7-12, inclusive, at the | 
present time is 398 pupils. At least twelve classrooms would 
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be needed to take care of these pupils. If the financial 
situation of the town makes it necessary, some of the grade 
pupils could be accommodated in this building by the addi- 
tion of extra classrooms. It is my judgment that it is not 
wise permanently to house the Junior High School with 
the grades. Such a combination may be allowed for a time 
with the expectation that as the Junior High School in- 
creases in size, the grades will be crowded out of the build- 
ing and accommodated elsewhere. 

I shall be glad to submit to you a list of some places 
which have six-year high schools, or, as this is commonly 
called, Junior-Senior High School, and a list of buildings 
which have recently been constructed to house grades 6 
0712;

You are also referred to Principal Shea’s report for other 
information in regard to the effects of the congestion upon 
the High School. 

At the annual town meeting, a building committee was 
appointed consisting of the school committee and the select- 
men to investigate the situation and make recommenda- 
tions. This committee will report at the annual town 
meeting in February. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The High School this year has had its largest enrollment, 
of 247 pupils. This increase has necessitated the addition 
of one teacher, making ten in all, five men and five women. 
We shall probably graduate in June over 50 pupils, nearly 
one-fourth of the whole school. 
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Since 1919 there has been the following change in mem- 
bership:

133 170 183 207 225 228 247 


This is an increase of 114 pupils, or of 85% in ten years. 
The school has been growing in popularity and so has been 
holding for a longer time a larger portion of the pupils 
who enter. 

We have been fortunate in our teachers and in the reten- 
tion of their services for relatively long periods of time. 
The esprit de corps of the school and its attitude toward 
study has been very good. The teachers have been con- 
siderate of the individual interests of the pupil and have 
tried to do their-best for him. 

The record of the school, as shown by what its graduates 
are doing in other schools, is commendable and such as may 
well gratify the townspeople. We have many graduates in 
many different schools and colleges. All, so far as we know, 
are doing creditable work and many superior. What holds 
true of the graduates in other schools holds equally true of 
those of the commercial department. These have no diffi- 
culty in securing and holding good positions. The Com- 
prehensive Examinations now required for admission to 
such colleges as Harvard, Radcliffe, Smith, Mt. Holyoke and 
Wellesley are regarded as difficult for the graduate of the 
small high school to pass. One girl of this year’s class took 
these examinations, passed them creditably and entered 
Mt. Holyoke. 

To maintain and improve this standing it is necessary 
that there continue to be the fullest co-operation between 
parents and teachers and pupils. Without this, friction 
develops, pupils do not do their best and the efficiency of 
the school work suffers. | 

Commendation should be given to several teachers who 
have given unstintedly of their time without extra remun- 
eration to some activity not a part of their regular work. 
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I. To Mr. Beaton for his work in coaching the basket- 
ball and baseball teams. 

Il. To Misses McCrea and Riordan for directing the 
work of the Reflector, the school paper. 

Ill. To Mr. Doran for supervising the thrift work in 
school savings so that nearly 100 per cent of the pupils de- 
posit every week. 

IV. To Mr. Shaw for organizing and directing the school 
debating society. 

V. To Miss Dempsey for preparing pupils and taking 
them to various state, county and other contests in type- 
writing and shorthand in which they made splendid rec- 
ords. In the County Contest held in Worcester, Mary Bed- 
rosian won the first place in Beginning Typewriting, and 
Ruth Dana the second place in Shorthand. In the State 
Contest held in Boston, Bessie Zarrow won the first place 
in Beginning Shorthand, and Ruth Dana was tied for first 
place in Advanced Shorthand. 

VI. To Miss Connor who has organized and directed a 
school orchestra composed of Senior and Junior High School 
pupils. 

There have been few changes in teachers. Mr. Pratt for 
many years principal resigned in May to take up the man- 
agement of his father’s business. We were fortunate in 
securing for his place Mr. Shea who had been for many 
years the successful and popular principal of the Provi- 
dence Street School. Mr. Shea has entered upon his new 
work with the same enthusiasm for it and the same per- 
sonal interest in his pupils that have distinguished him 
heretofore. Miss McCrea resigned to accept a responsible 
position in a large New Jersey High School as head of the 
_ English Department. The other teachers assigned to the 
High School were: Miss Evelyn Pierce, a graduate at 
Brown University, who later resigned, Miss Dorris Horne 
also a graduate at Brown University and Raymond Shaw, 
a graduate at Holy Cross College.

The Junior High School 


The Junior High School has been fortunate in retaining 
the same teachers. The spirit has been excellent, the school 
has been popular and the work creditable. Nearly 100% 
of those entering the 7th grade complete the 8th grade. Of 
the over 170 pupils, only one failed of promotion in June. 
While we are not able to offer all the opportunities that we 
could wish in the way of manual activities and in wider 
choice of subjects, we have been able to make noticeable 
improvement in the last few years in the following ways: . 

I. The work in physical training and corrective posture 
has begun to show results in improvement of posture and 
increased selfconsciousness in regard to. erectness and 
straightness of body. Every boy or girl showing any ten- 
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dency to be round shouldered or otherwise to have poor 
posture receives especial attention from the physical. train- 
ing teacher or, if malnutrition is the cause, from the school 
physician and school nurse. 

II. The drawing under the direction of Miss Butkiewicz 
assisted by Miss Leary has shown a decided advance. The 
work is pretty, artistic, decorative and practical. 

Ill. The work in penmanship has been so good that. 
practically every pupil now graduating has won all or 
nearly all the Palmer Penmanship awards of good work. 
The names of the long list of Miss Dolan’s pupils winning 
awards may be found at the end of this report. 

IV. Especially good work has been done in music by Miss 
Bergin assisted by Misses Connor and Kinniery. Those 
hearing the csorus at the Junior High Graduation and at 
the Teachers’ Institute remarked upon the excellence of 
the singing. As before said Miss Connor has organized and 
is conducting an orchestra made up of Junior as well as 
Senior High School pupils. While this orchestra has been 
organized less than a year, it has already established itself 
for its creditable performance. 

V. The work in manual training has been increased, 
improved and made more practical. For the first time this 
year a class has been organized in the High School. As 
credit is now given by technical schools for High School 
work in this department, it seems desirable that the manual 
training teacher be employed for more time so that at least 
a day a week could be devoted to classes in manual train- 
ing for such pupils as wish to elect it. Also it would be 
keeping pace with the times if we should have the manual 
training teacher give instruction in sheet metal work and 
in printing. These types of work are everywhere now 
recognized as highly practical and desirable for Junior 
High School boys. They are nearly self supporting after 
the first installing is made. 

We are doing good work in dressmaking but unless we 
also offer work in cooking, we can hardly be considered as 
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giving our girls the opportunities that every up-to-date 
school system now offers and what their parents may 
reasonably demand for them. 

The difficulty in the way of these new manual activities 
for us so far has not been lack of desire to have them but 
lack of room in which to install them, if we introduced 
them. | 

There are other ways in which the Junior High curri- 
culum could be improved, and in which we would like to 
improve it. A year of algebra could be offered to those 
pupils wishing to pursue this subject in the High School... 
Many pupils now desiring to prepare for college find the 
mathematics of the first two years too hard for them. If 
some of the difficulties could be anticipated, their work 
would be more successful. What holds good of algebra is 
equally true of Latin and French. Because of the desir- 
ability of preparing the way for better work in these sub- 
jects in the High School, Junior High Schools in larger 
cities and towns now generally offer courses in all these 
subjects. | 

The work in thrift under the direction of Miss Connor 
has been very successful. 100% of the pupils bank nearly 
every week. 


Elementary Schools | 
All schools have been well disciplined and a good standard — 
of work has been maintained. Each building has had a 
sixth grade from which children have been promoted to 
the Junior High School. The records seem to show that 
the work of these different schools has been sufficiently 
uniform so that there has been no noticeable difference in 
their preparation for the Junior High School. At the 
Burbank and Providence Street Schools, the work of the 
5th and 6th grade teachers has been departmental, thus 
giving the pupils the same teacher for two years in each 
subject instead of one. 
The course of study in geography for these schools fas 
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been revised to correspond in scope with that of the new 
Worcester Course of Study in this subject made in co-oper- 
ation with the geography department of Clark University. 
This makes the work of the 4th grade, home and Mass. 
geography; of the 5th grade, the Western Continent; of 
the 6th grade, the Eastern Continent. 

The West Millbury School opened with so small an en- 
rollment, 30 pupils, it seemed best to close one of the two 
rooms and transfer a portion of the pupils, those of the 
sixth grade, to the Burbank School. The remaining teacher 
was left with four grades and twenty-two children. The 
resulting saving to the town was over $1300 per year. Miss 
Silvy, the extra teacher, was transferred to East Millbury 
to fill the vacancy caused by the transfer of Mr. Roach to 
the Providence Street School as its principal. 

At the Burbank School, Miss Ethel Army resigned to be 
married and her place was taken by Miss Anna O’Brien, a 
graduate of Worcester Normal School. 


The Schools in General 

Our schools seem to have the good will of the people. 
Our teachers maintain good order without being unduly 
restrictive. They have been devoted to the welfare of every 
pupil and particularly to those under privileged. Their 
attitud and that of the school system has been sympathetic 
to the pupil and desirous of doing for him what is best. 
Our schools are good schools. Parents have only to visit 
them to learn this. 

While we have not all the facilities that we would like 
to have to subserve best the interests of the children, we 
are gradually adding to these. 


I. Transportation 
For the first time this year all our children are trans- 
ported to school in modern busses. 
I. Mr. Paletta carries Senior and Junior High pupils 
from West Millbury to the High School and 6th grade 
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pupils to Burbank School. On his second trip he takes ele- 
mentary pupils from Greenwood and Auburn Road. 

II. Mr. Budreau has purchased a new bus with a capa- 
city of 50 children. He brings the Senior and Junior High 
School pupils from East Millbury and the elementary pupils. 
from Buck’s Village Road on his first trip and the No. Main 
Street elementary pupils on his second trip. 

III. Worcester Consolidated busses bring Senior and 
Junior High pupils from Dorothy Manor and North Main 
Street sections. 

We feel that now no town is offering more comfortable 
or more safe means of conveyance than Millbury is. Our 
busses are also insured against injury to the children to 
the amount of $30,000 and $60,000 each bus. 


IT. Buildings 

We have continued the policy of doing something each 
year for the improvement of the school buildings. The 
past year the following things have been done. 

I. At Providence Street School: 

Every room has had the walls painted and the wood- 
work varnished. New seats have been installed in one 
room and metal ceilings placed in three. The wood-work 
outside has been repainted and the windows reputtied. 
where needed. 

II. At High School: 

The corridors have been repainted, the concrete floors 
painted, over 270 desk tops have been refinished, and. 
shower baths installed for the boys, the water heated by a. 
Ruud instantaneous gas heater. 

III. At Union School: 

The slate blackboards of two rooms have been refinished 
and the chimney altered to secure better draft. This latter 
change has remedied a previous difficulty in heating. 

IV. At Burbank School: | 

Two cracked sections of the boiler were replaced. The 
expense was met by the boiler insurance company. The 
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wisdom of such insurance was evident when the bill of over 
$600.00 for this work was presented. If the boiler had not 
been insured, this epperse must have been met by the school 
department. 

V. At East Millbury School: 

Town water was brought into the East Millbury School, 
thus doing away with the electric pumping system already 
there. 

Our buildings now are generally in good condition, the 
seats, lighting, blackboards, sanitation, ventilation, heat- 
ing, etc., satisfactory. Several rooms in the Burbank, 
Union and Providence Street Schools should have electric 
lights at the earliest possible time. The outside woodwork 
of the Union School needs painting as does also that of the 
West Millbury School. 


Health 


Your especial attention is called to the reports of the 
school physician, the school nurse and the physical director 
for the details of the splendid work they are doing to safe- 
guard the well being of the children, to anticipate and cor- 
rect possible bodily ailments, and to develop good health 
habits. It is not possible to commend too highly the con- 
scientious and efficient effort they are making to accom- 
plish these aims. 

In addition to the usual clinics for teeth, for tuberculous 
children, for retarded children, etc. we held this year in 
June a pre-school clinic for those children to enter school 
in September. This was in charge of Dr. Brown and Miss 
Stafford. Over 70 children came and were carefully exam- 
ined. Many of these were found with physical defects 
needing remedy. The parents of a large portion of those 
having such defects, had these corrected during the sum- 
mer vacation. The clinic proved so well worth while that 
it will be held hereafter annually. 
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To Whom We Owe Thanks 


(1) To the late Dr. Hurd who for many years gave the 
Hurd Prize for the best essay written on a health subject 
by a pupil of the graduating class. In 1929 the prize was 
won by Eleanor Mahoney. 

(2) To Dr. L. V. Sharon for his annual prize to the 
pupil of the 8th grade writing the best essay on “The Care 
of Teeth.” This year’s prize was won by Mabel Sparrow. 

(3) To the Kiwanis Club who sponsored the school 
patrol for the elementary schools and met the expense in- 
curred for belts, etc. We feel that the safety of the small 
children is much better looked out for under this plan than 
heretofore. 

(4) To the K. of C. for the generous loan of their 
chairs for the Junior High graduation and for the Teach- 
ers’ Institute. 

(5) To the District Nursing Society who have spon- 
sored the Dental Clinic and the distribution of pasteurized 
milk to the various schools and met a part of the expense 
involved. The benefit derived has been very great. : 

(6) To Augustus Neff and Arthur Dempsey for the 
gift of Christmas trees to the various school rooms. 

(7) To the Millbury Flower Conservatory for the loan 
of plants for decoration on various occasions. 

(8) To Worcester Suburban Electric Company for the 
loan of a radio on various occasions to the High School. 

(9) To all others who have in any way assisted in pro- 
moting the welfare of the schools. 

(10) To the teachers of grade six and to the English 
teachers of grades seven and eight for the prizes given by 
them for the best spellers in their respective grades. The 
winners were for:

Of this expenditure of $86,987.49, the State reimbursed 
the Town $9,360 making the actual cost of the schools to 
the Town $77,627.49. Next year owing to the increased 
costs due to transportation, larger number of teachers, etc. 
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it will be necessary to have $90,000, an increase of $3,000 
over the appropriation for 1929. When this expenditure 
1s compared with that of neighboring towns of our class, 
it will be found to be a conservative one. 

I wish to express my deep appreciation of the splendid 
co-operation and support that have been given me by your 
committee and by the teachers. If the schools have failed 
in the performance of their duties or in the maintenance 
of a proper standard of efficiency the Superintendent of 
Schools should be held largely responsible.

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High School Principal’s Report 


Mr. C. C. Ferguson, 
Supt. of Schools, 
Millbury, Mass. 


Dear Sir: 


I have the honor of submitting my first annual report as 
principal of Millbury High School. 

The school opened this fall with an enrollment of 249 
students, distributed as follows: 1 Post-Graduate, 46 Sen- 
iors, 37 Juniors, 75 Sophomores, and 92 Freshmen. It will 
be noted at once that this is by far the largest registration 
ever recorded in Millbury High School, and is a clear sign 
of the healthy numerical growth of the Millbury School sys- 
tem. 

That the growth in material equipment has not kept pace 
with this advance in registration is evident from the fact 
that there has been no additional space given to High 
School activities since the year 1914. We have at present 
seating accommodations for 197 pupils. These accomo- 
dations were adequate in 1914, but it is a serious problem 
to give modern High School training to 249 students un- 
der the same 1914 conditions. 

Millbury High School does successfully give modern high 
school training. The maximum State’s certificate for one 
year admitting Millbury High School graduates to any state 
institution, the maximum New England College board cer- 
tificate of four years admitting graduates to affiliated New 
England Colleges, and the Worcester Institute of Technol- 
ogy certificate granted for three years, all gave ample proof 
of the caliber of Millbury High School training. At pres- 
ent we have graduates in the following colleges, universities, 
normal schools, and other institutions of higher learning: 
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Boston University, 2; Brown Unversity, 2; Clark College, 
3; Dartmouth College, 1; Harvard University, 1; Holy 
Cross College, 1; McGill University, 1; Mass. Agrcultural 
College, 3; Middlebury College 1; Mt. Holyoke College, 1; 
Northeastern University, 5; Providence College, 1; Wor- 
cester Polytechnical Institute, 5; Worcester State Normal 
School, 8; Salem State Normal School, 1; Framingham Nor- 
mal School, 2; Post’s Business College, 5; Becker’s Busi- 
ness College, 7; and Nurses’ Training Schools, 8. 

Thirty-one pupils graduated in the class of 1929. Of 
these, 21 entered higher institutions of learning. Those 
who availed themselves of certificate privileges were re- 
quired to complete the list of prescribed subjects as drawn 
up by the various schools, and to maintain a standard in 
every subject at least 15 points above passing grade. 

In order that Millbury High School may continue to send 
to higher institutions of learning, graduates properly 
equipped to compete with students from other high schools, 
it is imperative that steps be taken at once to modernize our 
high school facilities. 

I would respectfully suggest to the Millbury Building 
Committee and to the people of Millbury the urgent neces- 
sity of an adequate addition to the present High School 
building. An eight room addition would enable us to take 
care of the present needs by placing the Junior High School 
in a separate unit. This would give the High School four 
additional rooms and increase the seating capacity from 
197 to 277. Besides, the drawing room and domestic sci- 
ence room would then be used for their original purposes. 
Under existing conditions, we are forced to use these rooms 
as recitation rooms, while the present auditorium is used 
for drawing and domestic science. 

The present auditorium is not large enough to accommo- 
date even the High School pupils. It should be large enough 
to accommodate both High School and Junior High School 
pupils. The auditorium would make an ideal combination 
library and study room. The library is an essential feature 
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of every High School, yet the books which would compose 
a High School library are so scattered about throughout 
the High School that even the teachers cannot find neces- 
sary books. The present auditorium would afford a center 
library where the books might be assembled and properly 
catalogued. 

The supervised study room is also practically a necessity 
in the modern High School. Parents whose children can- 
not at present get the proper training and methods of study, 
and help in studying, can easily appreciate this fact. The 
use of recitation rooms for purposes of study causes con- 
tinual complaints from the students that they cannot study 
properly under such conditions. Much time is lost because 
of the distractions which necessarily occur when some pu- 
pils are trying to study while others are reciting. If the 
auditorium could be used as a library and study room, not 
only would there be no distractions, but there would also be 
a teacher who could help the pupils to solve the difficulties 
which present themselves in the course of study. 

No High School is built today without a gymnasium. 
Obviously, the present auditorium cannot be used as a gym- 
nasium because of the noise which would disturb the class 
rooms. The room which is now used as a gymnasium la- 
bors under the same difficulty. Besides, the ceiling is too 
low to allow the playing of almost any kind of game. This 
room could easily be furinshed with tables and chairs to 
enable more than 250 students, who have to carry their 
lunches, to eat under sanitary and agreeable conditions. 
Those who are familiar with conditions at the High School 
feel that one of the great difficulties is that the children 
are forced to eat their lunches in the boiler room, which, 
incidentally, is against the state law, in the school yard, and 
in the present gymnasium. Many children are forced to 
tolerate these unsanitary conditions from the first grade to 
the last year of High School. 

A new combination gymnasium and auditorium, it seems, 
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could be built with little extra cost in the basement of the 
proposed new eight room addition. 

The eight room addition would provide Millbury with a 
model Junior High School. Today 150 pupils in the Junior 
High School are forced in all kinds of weather to go from 
the High School building to the Union building. This, of 
course, entails the danger to their health and causes a loss 
of much valuable time. The need of this addition is all the 
more evident from the almost total lack of dressing room 
accommodations under the present conditions. This causes 
endless difficulties—loss of clothes, lunches, etc., which suit- 
able locker accommodations would eliminate. 

The congestion in the Senior High School is so great that 
it is physically impossible to arrange various classes accord- 
ing to the courses offered and required. Only one grouping 
of divisions according to ability can be made. This seri- 
ously handicaps many who cannot continue their studies 
beyond the High School. It further handicaps those who: 
are preparing for college and who cannot be given the spe- 
cial attention they should have. 

Several new activities have been added to the curricu- 
lum during the present year. Of prime importance is the 
debating system which is vital to any high school. A glee 
club has also been formed. These activities afford a train- 
ing which cannot be obtained from the regular High School 
course. These various activities have also improved the 
school spirit and the desire for study. An average of 80 
per cent is required before a pupil is eligible for the debat- 
ing society.. During the present year the school banking 
and saving system has attained the perfect average of one 
hundred per cent. Every pupil in the school has an ac- 
count in the system. It would be safe to say that this is a 
record which very few schools have attained. 

Prizes for the past school year were awarded as follows: 
The Doctor A. G. Hurd prize for the best essay on a health 
subject was awarded to Eleanor Mahoney; the Lafayette-. 
Washington medal was awarded to Blanche Roberts for the 
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highest average in History attained during the academic 
year; to Harold Cross was awarded the annual Mathematics 
prize offered to the student obtaining the best average in 
Mathematics; pupils in Millbury High School won several 
prizes in inter-school competition. Mary Bedrosian won the 
Worcester County Junior Typewriting prize in Worcester, 
and Bessie Zarrow won the Junior State Shorthand contest 
in Boston, and Ruth Dana won second prize both in the state 
and county contests in the Senior group. Eleanor Mahoney 
won the prize donated by Miss Dempsey of the Commercial 
Department for the best average attained in the weekly 
typewriting club. Gladys Lesein won one of the weekly 
prizes donated by Mr. Frost of the Frost Appliance Co. in 
his inter-school competitive shorthand contest. Audrey 
Horne won first prize in the Blackstone Valley Edison essay 
contest donated by Mr. R. H. Alton. Margery Mayers won 
the Lincoln Essay prize donated by the Reflector. William 
Brierly won the Baseball bat donated by Wright & Ditson 
for-the best average obtained in batting during the past 
season. The winning of such prizes is an attainment of 
which the Millbury High School is justly proud. 

Since the opening of the present term the increased in- 
terest in school work has been shown by the remarkable 
attendance record. For the first three months the High 
School attained an average of 97.5 per cent, which is an in- 
crease of 4.5 per cent over attendance for the same three 
months last year. Credit for this attendance belongs in 
a great measure to the parents. I sincerely request them to 
continue co-operation for the remainder of the school year. 
In conclusion I wish to thank you for the ever willing assist- 
ance and encouragement you have been giving me and the 
High School Faculty during the past year.

Dear Sir: 

The medical examination of the pupils in the Public 
Schools is nearing completion as the Grades and Junior 
High have been examined and only the pupils in the High 
School remain to be examined. 

As in the past examinations, the more common defects 
found were carious teeth and hypertrophied tonsils, but it 
was evident that more attention was being given to these 
conditions in the home and many were remedied or cor- 
rected since our previous examinations. 

In June of this year, we examined many children who 
were to enter school in the Fall and it was very gratifying 
to have so many parents accept this opportunity and to be 
present at the examinations. Many of the defects found 
at these examinations were corrected before the opening 
of school. We feel that this innovation is worth while and 
plan to continue it in the future. 

There has been no outbreak of any of the communicable 
diseases in the schools during the present year.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my report as nurse in the Millbury 
Schools. The regular routine has been followed as in other 
years; assisting the school physician with the examina- 
tions, examining the eyes and ears of the High and Junior 
High pupils, also re-examining any case of defective sight 
or hearing in all other grades, sending home notices to 
parents of any defect, visiting the homes to consult with 
parents, examining heads and teeth. 

The children of the first six grades celebrated health day 
in June. Each school had its own program and tags were 
given to every child whose weight was normal, his posture 
good and all of his dental defects corrected. We had four 
100% rooms and I feel that special mention should be 
made of the children and their teachers who reached their 
goal, each child having a dental certificate: Grade I, Union 
School, Miss Lindsay, Grades I and II, East Millbury School, 
Miss Burns, Grades I and III, West Millbury School, Miss 
Zona and Grades IV and V, West Millbury School, Miss. 
Silvy. 

A large proportion of the defects found such as defective 
sight, hypertrophied tonsils and abscessed teeth, etc. have 
been remedied. 

In June a pre-school clinic was held at the High Schooll,. 
Dorothy Manor and East Millbury for children who were 
to enter school in September. Dr. Brown examined seven- 
ty-two children and the parents who were present were 
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told what defects should be corrected before the children 
entered school. 

The third clinic was held November 14th at the High 
School. At that time twenty-two children were x-rayed. 
These same children will be examined January 7th by a 
doctor from the State Dept. of Health. 

Through the generosity of the Millbury Society for Dis- 
trict Nursing the. Dental Clinic is held at Dr. Morgan’s 
office every Thursday morning. This clinic does a great 
deal of good, without it and its reduced prices many chil- 
dren would not be able to have their teeth properly cared 
for. We are proud of the response that parents and chil- 
dren have given when need of dental work has been ex- 
plained. 

We sent two children who were underweight to Sterling 
Camp for eight weeks and both returned much improved. 
The people of Millbury who bought Xmas seals are to be 
thanked for this wonderful work. 

We have had no serious epidemic. I believe this is due 
to the close watch kept on all children in the class room and 
the exclusion of all who are sick. 

Pasteurized Milk under the auspices of the District 
Nursing Society is served in four buildings: Union, Provi- 
dence Street, Dorothy Manor and Burbank. 

All schools are now equipped with couches and first aid 
kits. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you, Mr. Fer- 
guson, and the teachers and parents who have assisted me 
in the health work. —

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Manual Training in the Millbury Schools. 


The course this year is essentially the same as last year, 
consisting of woodwork, elementary and advanced, along 
with general shop work. 


Woodwork may be divided into three major parts which 
are carpentry, cabinet making and pattern making, giving 
the student more opportunity for choice of future vocation 
through the experience gained in this study. 

The primary value of the course is the co-ordination of 
hand and mind producing skilled workmanship which 
includes all operations gone through in the shop. These 
operations include squaring up stock, planing, carving, 
boring, chiseling and many more steps. Also staining, 
painting and finishing in any manner. 

A certain amount of drawing is included, mainly free 
hand sketches of the article being made with the general 
shape and dimensions. The ability to read blueprints and 
plans and to work from printed instructions is included. 

General shop consists of any work related to woodwork 
such as wiring a reading lamp, setting a pane of glass, 
repairing of furniture and some uses of sheet metal. 

Manual Training is beneficial in teaching the value of 
well directed effort towards a desired end, also aids in 
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making a better home builder and maintaining the home 
and surroundings with greater economy.

I hereby submit my second report as Supervisor of 
Drawing in the Millbury Public Schools. 

The art course for the High School and grades consists 
of problems in Design, Representation and Construction. 

Perhaps the greatest function of art in the public schools 
is to develop that quality called good taste. Many times 
every day we are called upon to make choices between the 
good and the poor design in color and arrangement—our 
art problems. This is the ability children are learning to 
acquire through the study of design. 

Through poster making which is an important part of 
the school art problem, the attention of the children is 
focused on many civic and personal problems as health, 
safety, thrift and kindness to animals. 

The course in representation is a source of great joy to 
the child, stimulating creative imagination demanding con- 
centration and helping to form correct habits of thinking. 
His eyes are opened to the beauties of nature. He illus- 
trates stories, makes decorations for the holidays and learns 
to love the world’s great masterpieces of painting and 
sculpture. 

Beauty, truth and goodness go hand in hand. 

In the primary grades pasting, paper folding and cut- 
ting are great aids in familiarizing the children with the 
characteristics, possibilities and limitations of various 
materials, processes and results. Construction develops 
the habit of invention and creative expression in materials. 
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In the Junior High School the drawing is carried out by 
the supervisor and Miss Leary. The children have worked 
out problems in nature study and design, creative expres- 
sion, free brush work, holiday projects, window decoration, 
lanterns and lamp shades. 

The High School course gives the pupils an understand- 
ing of line, form, color and their adaptation to everyday 
use in the field of design, thereby broadening the cultural 
horizon of countless homes in our community. The classes 
have had courses in interior decoration, constructing de- 
signs from nature, poster work, and such crafts as gesso, 
lamp shade making, batiking and block printing on cloth. . 

During the year the mechanical drawing classes covered 
a course consisting of lettering, the proper use of instru- 
ments, geometric construction, dimensioning of drawings, 
surface and pattern development, the principles of isome- 
tric and orthographic projection, and machine drawing. 

Mr. Ferguson, teachers and parents, please accept my 
sincere thanks and appreciation for the interest and co- 
operation that you have shown me in my work during the 
year.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Supervisor 
of Physical Education in the Millbury Schools. 

My time in Millbury has now been increased from two 
and a half to three days a week enabling me to spend more 
time in the elementary schools where physical education 
is so important. All day Tuesday and Thursday forenoon 
is spent in the Junior and Senior High School where 
twenty-minute periods are devoted to Junior High pupils 
and forty-minute periods are devoted to Senior High pupils. 
The remainder of the time is evenly divided among the 
elementary schools. 

Competition is of course an important factor in any 
school program and especially plays an important part in 
all physical training instruction. In order to arouse inter- 
est for competition we must have proper equipment to use. 

By taking a collection among the children, each con- 
tributing his or her own share, we have purchased a few 
balls for school use. Of course with this small amount very 
little can be done and because of the need of equipment, 
we are to have a Physical Education Demonstration in the 
Town Hall in February. The Union Building, Providence 
Street, Burbank, Junior and Senior ‘High Schools will par- 
ticipate. 

A demonstration was given by the pupils of the Dorothy 
Manor School in June under the supervision of the teach- 
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ers of the school. Balls have since been purchased for the 
use of the children. 

The girls’ basketball team made up of all those in the 
High School who are interested, have entered a league 
with Oxford, Southbridge, Northbridge, and East Douglas, 
the wniner of which will be presented a basketball trophy 
at the end of the season. 

The aim of every Physical Education teacher is good 
posture which is indirectly attained through all these acti- 
vities in the schools. We are earnestly striving for and . 
hope soon to attain perfect posture in every school. 

In closing I wish to thank you, Mr. Ferguson, and the 
teachers of all the schools, for the fine co-operation given 
me in my work.

Dear Sir: 


In my previous reports of the work in music, I have 
given a detailed account of the work in each respective 
grade. This year I wish to touch briefly upon two of the 
essential aims of music in the schools, namely: musical 
culture and music appreciation. — 

The first essential, musical culture, is considered impor- 
tant from the very beginning of school life. If one were 
to visit the first grade at the opening of the Fall term, and 
ask the children to sing, even the most popular song or 
melody in concert or individually, the response would be 
of such an unmusical quality that all hope for future music- 
al manifestations could hardly be entertained; yet, in the 
course of six or eight months those same children will be 
singing in melodious tones, songs of great variety, such as 
songs of the seasons, songs of action, and songs of various 
moods. 

This attainment is not accomplished through the process 
of elimination, or through drills or devices which spell 
almost drudgery to the teacher, but by association and par- 
ticipation of all children in the singing during the music 
periods. Never, at any time is the child required to keep 
silent during the regular singing; the only allusion made — 
to his inability to sing in tune is, by requesting him to sing 
in softer tories. This method relieves the child of all em- 
barrassment. 

The second essential aim, music appreciation, may be 
really estimated as the ultimate objective of all music edu- 
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cation in the schools. Music appreciation can rightfully 
claim its place as an integral part of a course of music 
education, and it should be developed as the natural out- 
growth of song singing; and since the apportioned time 
for music does not permit our teaching music appreciation 
in the abstract, emphasis must be placed upon the choice 
of song material, so that appreciation will unfold normally 
from this source in the regular singing lesson. It is an 
accepted fact that pupils should be taught to listen as well 
as perform, and I regret very much that our limited time 
affords little opportunity to stress this phase of the work. 
-However, I feel that the little that has been done in the 
regular music periods has had its intrinsic value. During 
the year Miss Connor has organized and directed an orch- 
estra made up of High and Junior High pupils and I take 
this opportunity to express my appreciation of this com- 
mendable work in furthering the interest of music. 

With the desirable co-operation that is manifested 
throughout the school system with the teaching of music, 
it must of itself become a vital subject and function so 
effectively that definite educational benefits will result. 

In closing I wish to thank the School Committee, Super- 
intendent and all teachers who have co-operated so heartily 
in making the work in the music department a success.
